FAKOAH CAN RETAIN 
UNDEFEATED RECORD

The Ampol Cup winners from Sydney (Hakoah) and Victoria (Croatia) meet 
at Olympic Park, Melbourne, on Friday night in what has been rather loosely termed 
an “inter-city cup final.” 


This is the first such 
match between the pre-sea- 
son competition winners of 
the two States. 

In 1960 when JUST won 
the first and only national 
Ampol tournament, staged 
in Sydney, NSW were not 
represented by a Sydney 
club. 

Budapest, the Sydney 
Ampol Cup winners, were 
eliminated by Newcastle’s 
Wallsend 3-1, in a prelimin- 
aty play-off to determine 
the NSW representative. 

Just for the record these 
were the results of the 1960 
Ampol national series: 
JUST (Vic.) v. Hellenic 
(Q’'ld.) 4-2; JUST vy. Juv- 
entus (SA) 2-1; JUST v. 
Wallsend 3-3; Hellenic v. 
Wallsend 3-1; Juventus vy. 
Wallsend 2-0. 


JUST totalled 5 points, 
Hellenic 4, Juventus 2 and 
Wallsend 1. 

Hakoah are no strangers 
to Melbourne. 

In fact they never lost 


a match — either friendly 
or competitive — there. 
Their two ~- competitive 


matches in Melbourne were 
in the 1965 and 1966 Aus- 
tralia Cup semifinals. 

In 1965, they beat 
George Cross 2-1 and in 
1966 they featured in the 
sensational ‘Battle of Ol- 
ympic Park” when their 
match against South Mel- 
bourne-Hellas was aban- 
doned towards the end, with 
Hakoah leading 3-1.

Rivalry now more 
than 80 years old 


The history of the NSW vy. Victoria clashes in soccer goes back a 
long way, long before Federation in 1901. 


In the 1880’s the two 
senior States seemed to 
have fairly regular encoun- 
ters, dominated mainly by 
NSW with three wins and 
three draws against | two 
losses. 

Then contact was broken 
and the matches did not 
resume until 1913. 

After 1914 another nine 
yeats went past without a 
single match between the 
two States, and following 
the 1923 game in Sydney 
another five-year spell oc- 
curred, 

Between 1928 and 1940 
NSW and Victoria met 
only once every four years 
— oddly enough, in the so- 
called Olympic Years. 

In the 1950’s matches 
wete held fairly regularly 
until 1956, when the NSW 
Federation was born and 
reluctantly broke contact 
with the other States still 
under Association rule. 

The period of Australian 
soccer “thaw” started with 
NSW’s visit to Melbourne 
in 1960, 

Even though the New 
South Welshmen lost 1-4, 
they performed a_ great 
service by paving the way 
for negotiations on adminis- 
trative level that eventually 
led to the formation of 
the Australian Federation. 

In 1962 the States met 
three times, NSW winning 


the game that mattered 
most -— an interstate 
championship match — 
2-0 in Melbourne. 

NSW again defeated 
Victoria in the interstate 


series —- 3-2 at Sydney — 
in 1963. 

Then we had to wait five 
years, until last Monday 
week, for a resumption of 
clashes at State team level.

In the last 10 years it is estimated that 
English clubs have spent $30 million on ground 
improvements. In the next 10 years almost every 
professional club’s ground in England will be 
renovated at the cost of another $120 million. 
The First Division clubs alone have spent $17 
million on their grounds since 1958. Leeds and 
Burnley are the next clubs planning to invest a 
tidy sum in new covered stands. Many clubs, how- 
ever, are finding it difficult to enlarge their 
grounds because they are located in heavily 
populated areas. Clubs like Arsenal, Oxford and! 
Southampton, who have no room for further ex- 
tensions, are contemplating moving to brand-new 
grounds in the near future. 


Oceania championship likely 


It’s almost certain that FIFA will moot that 
the South American, European, Central American, 
Asian and African championships serve as qualify- 
ing vehicles for the 1974 World Cup finals in 
West Germany. If the move is adopted at the 
1970 Mexico Congress, the Oceanic Confederation 
will have to organise its own championship, 
otherwise Australia and the other Pacific countries
